GEARY ACT. 


Though the Geary exclusion act, 


which became u law a year ago, and 
which wan to go into effect on the 5th 
of May, has been declared constitutional 
by the supreme court of the United 
States, no attempt is being made to en- 
force its provisions. One of the rea- 
sons assigned for permitting the act to 
remain a dead letter on the statute 
book*, U the lark of funds to carry it 
into effect. It is said that only a few 
thousand dollars can be used at pres- 
ent to execute the law but at the close 
of the fiscal year ending June 80, there 
will be $50,000 more available. 


la several places in California there 


is a strong desire to enforce the law 
and it is proposed to raise money by 
public subscription for the purpose. 
An Examiner correspondent says that 
Huron, a village of forty inhabitants, 
will contribute $100 to deport Chinese 
who are unlawfully in the United 
States. The Examiner says any citizen 
who kuows a Chinaman illegally in the 


' country, may report the facts to a fed- 


eral customs official, collector of in- 
ternal revenue or deputy, or United 
States marshal or deputy, who we the 
only persons authorized to make ar- 
rests under the Geary act, and if they 
refuse to do their duty there is no 
way to compel them. 


• If there is a disposition on the part 
of the public to enforce the Geary act 
no doubt there will be an attempt made 
to do it with or without orders from 
Washington. It is made the duty of 
revenue officials and United States 
marshals to arrest Chinese who have 
not registered. If the Chinese prove 
that they were in the United States 
prior to May 5th but.did not have op< 
portunity to comply with the law, they 
will doubtless be permitted to register; 
if not of course they will be held sub 
ject to orders from Washington and 
the government will have the alterna- 
tive of discharging or deporting them. 


There can bo no doubt that the arrest- 
ing otllcer will be reimbursed from the 
public treasury for the expense incur- 
red in making the arrest. Congress 
cannot refuse to appropriate money to 
pay officials for performing their duty 
in enforcing an act of congress. 


It is not expected that all the Chi- 


nese who have not registered shall be 
deported, as many .of them in Nevada, 
which is a state of " magnificent dis< 
tauces," did uot have opportunity to 
comply with the law without incurring 
considerable expenbe. 
Now that the 


law has been sustained by the highest 
court in the land, they should be made 
to understand ti.e situation and given 
opportunity to provo that they wore 
lawfully in the country at the time the 
act went into effect. A few arrests for 
non-compliance with the law wi.l con 
vinre them, whatever the Six Compa- 
nies may fiay to the contrary, that reg- 
istration it* an essential qualification 
for remaining in the United States. As 
it i.s tliero is nothing to distinguish the 
Chinese who may he smuggled into the 
country to-day from those who have 
been here for years, but did uot have 
opportunity to register. 


THK. 
CAKNOM MINT TO CLOSH, 


\u edict has been issued to close the 


Cars-on mint on June 1st. This is a 
sev»ro blow to the capital and an injury 
to the State. It will throw a large 
number of persons out of employment 
and lessen the amount of .money put 
in circulation every month. 


It was predicted last-fall that if Wall 


Htrflst ideas dominated at» Washington 
tha United States mint at Carson 
wonU close. Such a result was inevit- 
able unless the mints were opened to 
ailvsr and gold. The coinage of silver 
HIUUO the passage of the Sherman act 
nearly three yearo ago has not been 
above the capacity ot tfie Philadelphia 
mint us the bullion purchased under 
the provision'! of that act is stored, not 
coined 
Tho mint employes endorsed 


that policy and roundly denounced 
' those who advocated principles which 


if carried into etfect would keep the 
mint running steadily the Jyear round. 


One of the reasons assigned for clos- 


ing t'io mint at (.'arson is that it is the 
most expeiu-he in the United States. 
A statemeut'of the comparative cost of 
coinage shows that it is greater at 
Carson than at Philadelphia, New 
Orleans or San Francisco. It is there- 
fore elcMod 011 the score of economy 
find doubtless will remain closed until 
tho silver sentiment is in the ascend- 
aivy, as it is certain to be,, and gold 
and silver are coined on equal terms. 


What a commentary upon the finan- 


cial policy of tho old political parties! 
Tho treasury department resorts to all 
sorts of expediencies to procure gold 
to redeem notes that are payable in 
gold or silver cows, and closes a mint 
while there are millions of ounces of 
bullion in the treasury that could be 
coined and put hi circulation by using 
it to pay a part of the expenses of the 
government. The treasury department 
declines to pay out standard dollars to 
cancel government obligations, then 
says there is no demand for such 
money and suspends its coinage alto- 
gether. That is tho Wall street con 
straction of the clause of the Chicago 
platform which " holds to the use of 
both gold and silver as the standard 
money of the country and to the coin- 
age of both gold and silver without dis- 
criminating against either metal." 


That is mugwump Democracy and it 


is not surprising that the few citizens 
of Nevada who endorse it expect to be 
Awarded with office for doing so.

THK CHINESE QUESTION. 


A Letter to the Collector of Customs on 


the Matter. 


Special to the JOUBNAL.] 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—In order that 


there may be uniformity of action 
among the collectors of customs and a 
thorough understanding of then- parts 
of the construction of the existing laws 
on the Chinese question, Carlisle has 
written a letter of instruction on the 
subject. The letter, it is stated, makes 
no changes in the orders already issued' 
The letter says: The circular dated the 
4th instant, instructing officers to re- 
frain from making arrests under the 
provisions of the act approved May 6, 
1892, 
remains in force, so far as 11 


applies to Chinese persons who failed 
to obtain certificates of residence, but 
who otherwise would have a right to 
remain in the United States. It is 
known, however, that a great number 
of Chinese laborers have entered the 
United States in violation of the pro- 
visions of the act approved May 6, 
1892. Many of these persons obtained 
admission upon the false represents 
tion that they were not laborers, but 
merchants, and others entered clan- 
destinely from contiguous foreign ter- 
ritory. Inviting your attention to the 
first, second, third, fourth and fifth 
sections of the act approved May 5, 
1892, you are directed to use all means 
under your control to vigorously en- 
force said provisions of the law and 
take such measures as may be neces- 
sary to secure the arrest and prose*cu 
tion of Chinese laborers who are unable 
to show that they obtained lawful ad 
mission into the United States. 


FIBE AT ROCKLIN. 


Twenty-Five Houses Destroyed and On* 


•Life Lost. 


Special to the JOURNAL.! 


BoeiaiN, Cal., May 25.—At 2:40 this 


morning a fire started in the kitchen of 
Davies' hotel. Its origin 'is unknown. 
It burned twenty-five buildings, includ 
lag two-thirds of the business sec 
tion of the town. The total loss is $76, 
000, insurance about one-third. Miss 
Alice Irish of Georgetown, working at 
Davies' hotel, got out once, but went 
back for her clothes and was caught in 
the flames and burned to death. 


A heroic attempt was made by Wm. 


Davis and Wm. Landis to save her, but 
the building collapsed. Other occu 
pants of the the hotel barely escaped 
with their lives. The coroner is now 
holding an inquest. 


This is the most serious loss the town 


has ever suffered. Many will rebuild 
at once. Among the buildings burned 
were Burehard's and Davies' hotels, 
Levison Brothers' store, a livery stable 
and two butchers shops, a barber shop, 
blacksmith shop, five saloons and a 
boarding house. 


SACRAMENTO, May 25.—Sheriff Con 


roy of Placer came here this afternoon 
and arrested a Swede who was cook at 
the Davies hotel at Bocklin in which 
Miss Alice Irish lost her life. It appears 
the man jumped on the first train leav- 
ing Eocklui and came here just after 
the'fire. He and Miss Irish had several 
quarrels, and he had been heard to say 
he would get even with her. He was 
seen about town an hour or so before 
the fire broke out and it is now believed 
he set the hotel on fire. Sheriff Con- 
roy took the prisoner to Auburn.

NEW YOBK, May 26.— Eulalie, 
the 


Spanish infanta, is the guest of the me- 
tropolis. Despite a short delay, owing 
;o a hot box, the train pulled into Jer- 
sey city on time, and the princess 
alighted, showing in no wise the effects 
of her journey. Awaiting her arrival 
was a special committee consisting of 
General Horace Porter, Howard Car- 
roll, Cornelius N. Bliss, Whitelaw 
Reid, CoL S. V. Ornger, Comptroller

General Porter escorted her to a car- 
riage and they were driven to the 
•wharf where the steamboat General

guns, at the same time manning her 
yards and parading the marines on the 
quarter deck.

On the' pier was troop A, the 


crack cavalry regiment of New York, 
which was to act a guard of honor to 
the infanta. The procession headed by a 
mounted band, formed and marched 
along Thirty-fourth street to the hotel 
Savoy. 
Along the entire route the 


princess received a most enthusiastic 
reception, -which she most gracefully 
acknowledged.

No More Silver to be Coined After Jun.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Owing to the 


small amount of gold bullion deposited 
—about $100,000 per month—and the 
heavy expenses of coinage at the mini 
at Carson city, Nevada, Secretary Car 
lisle has directed the suspension of 
coinage at that mint after June 1st, 
Lead and silver bullion will, however, 
be served for parting and refining. 
Gold deposits will be paid for in coin 
or fine bars, as preferred by depositors 
Returns for silver deposited will be 
made in unparted or fine bars, as de- 
sired. Purchases of silver bullion un- 
der the Act of July 14, 1890, will be 
continued as heretofore. 


The forces in the mint at Philadel- 


phia and New Orleans will probably 
soon be reduced. 


With the suspension of coinage at 


Carson city, the coinage of silver dol- 
lars will be discontinued for the pres- 
ent, as there is no demand for this class 
of money.

AGENTS. 


The fifty-second congress passed an 


act which provides for the appointment 
of army officers for Indian agents 
where vacancies occur. The administra- 
tion is making arrangements to carry 
out the provisions of the act. The 
Indians are under the^control of the 
interior department, and upon the re- 
quest of Secretary Smith, the secretary 
of war has furnished a list of army 
officers from which he recommends 
that selections be made for Indian 
agents. 
Secretary Smith announces 


that where civilians now acting as 
agents are inefficient or for any other 
reason are unsatisfactory they will be 
snperceded by army officers. He in- 
tends to place army officers in charge of 
every agency except those where the 
Indians ore in an advanced state of 
civilization. 


There are two Indian agencies in Ne- 


vada, one at Duck valley, near the 
Idaho line, and one at Pyramid Lake. 
The latter has control of the Walker 
Lake reservation. The Indians at those 
agencies are in an advanced state of 
civilization so they will probably be 
exceptions to the rule. The Indians at 
Pyramid and Duck valley agencies cul- 
tivate the soil, and some of them have 
been given lands in severally which 
they farm on then1 own account, sub- 
ject, of course, to the supervision of the 
agent. 


Where the Indians are disposed to 


take to the warpath on slight provoca- 
tion, or without any provocation what- 
ever, they ought to be under the imme- 
diate supervision of the war depart- 
ment. 
Troops have to be sent to 


agencies in Arizona and the Dakotas to 
quell disturbances, -which probably 
would not occur if the men who have 
to fight the Indians had the manage- 
ment of them when they are peceable 
The west has long been in favor of giv- 
ing the war department control of the 
Indian bureau, but the east opposed it, 
and now a compromise has been effected 
by making army officers Indian agents

LEARNED MEN HEAIt OP THE DISCOVERT. 


At length information reached the 


California academy of sciences in San 
Francisco regarding the feet. 
The 


learned men at once decided to investi- 
gate, as there was a possibility of secur- 
ing corroboration of the antiquity of 
the Calaveras skull. So .H. W. Hark- 
ness and C. D. Gibbs, scientists, posted 
off to examine the footprints and con- 
nect them in some way with the feet of 
prehistoric man, 


They found a confused jumble of 


tracks that were apparently made by 
beasts, birds and men of gigantic size 
There were unmistakable 
signs of 


elephants, horses, tigers, deer, wolves, 
birds, dogs and men which clearly in- 
dicated that a prehistoric circus and 
menagerie under one canvas had 


very creditable exhibits. 


Nevada's eiid of the show is located 


in the northwest gallery, between Colo- 
rado's big display and Tiffany & Co. of 
New York. Notwithstanding that she 
has a strong rival on either side of her, 
Nevada's exhibit can well compare with 
any in the building that is devoted 
strictly to minerals. 


Unlike several of the other coast 


states, Nevada has no installation 


camped on the shores of Lake Washoe 
to water the animals. 


This theory is further sustained by 


four small round holes forming a square 
at one side of the plat where the lemon- 
ade stand was undoubtedly erected for 
the afternoon and evening perform- 
ances. 


HOW THE TRACKS WERE MADE. 


From under the superincumbent rock 


back of the stand eight footsteps 20x22 
Laches and with a stride of four feet 
came out and headed for the water. As 
the tracks look as if they might have 
been made with tubs the supposition is 
the elephant was the author. 


These tracks were accompanied by 


those of a great wading bird, which 
had doubtless been helping the masto- 
don with its feed. They went together 
to the edge of the lake, but got stuck 
in the mud, as scars on the rock of to- 
day mutely testify. 


About this time, taking the evidence 


at hand, the elephant's trainer crawled 


from under the tent and went to 


structure, pagoda orpavilion. Perhaps 
thet is the reason the state was given 
space in the gallery, instead of the main 
floor. But be that as it may, the hund- 
reds of splendid specimens of ores, 
quartz and other minerals which make 
up the exhibits are shown off to good 
advantage within the thirty or more 
cases in which they are displayed. 


Perhaps the most interesting feature 


of the entire exhibit is the original 
sandstones which were recently dis- 
covered in the state and which* contain 
footprints of some prehistoric birds, 
animals and human beings They are 
a^>out a dozen in number and are ex- 
hibited along one of the side walls. Of 
the exhibits within the cases, those 
which have attracted the most attention 
are some very pretty specimens of cop- 
per ores from the Comstock region, 
taken 3,306 feet below the suaface; a 
large number of pretty -crystals of 
numerous varieties, some fine speci- 
mens of molyblenite of lead and at 
least 100 nuggets of gold, silver and 
copper. Taken as a whole, the Nevada 
display in this building is highly cred- 
itable, and Will no doubt prove 


Equal parts of turpentine and sweet

A Story About Tin Voll. 


Some years ago a tobrxvonist diaodr- 


md the- utility of tin foil for wrapping 
chewing tobaccos. - Theretofore paper 
had been exclusively used for the pur- 
pose, bat it did not, serve to keep the 
moisture of the atmosphere away from 
the tobacco nor preserve the natural 
moisture of the tobacco from the effects 
of a dry or heated atmosphere. Paper 
also absorbed the aroma of the weed and 
was not sufficiently lasting. Therefore 
tin foil was used for wrappers. But it 
became costly and could only be rolled 
to a certain thickness or thinness be- 
yond which the ingenuity of man seemed 
to find it impossible to go. The fact was 
that no rollers could be made to sustain 
the pressure necessary to mashing the 
tin foil to a leaf sufficiently thin to suit 
the manufacturer.

with the proposition for months and 
gave up the problem as unsolv&ble, 
when a simple workman about the shop 
one day, after rolling two sheets to the 
customary thinness, put the two sheets
